Simultaneously with the filing of the Appeal Brief in the present application, 
Applicant herewith amends the application as follows. 

IN THE CLAIMS 

In Claim 12, in line 1 , cancel "body" and substitute -method-therefore. 

REMARKS 

In Amendment A filed February 23, 2000, Claim 12 was amended to insert the 
phrase "of said body" after the word "stability." By the present amendment, in that 
inserted phrase the word "body" is canceled in favor of the word "method." The term 
"stability" refers to the stability of the method in the mathematical sense, and is 
explained, for example, in the section beginning at page 50 of the present specification. 
In the multipole method, it is well known to those of ordinary skill in the art that care 
must be taken to ensure that the mathematical model converges at the poles, otherwise 
it will be considered unstable, and this is the sense that the word "stability" is used in 
Claim 12. Claim 12 is therefore submitted to be in compliance with all provisions of 
Section 112. This amendment does not raise new issues requiring further searching 



or consideration, and is therefore properly enterable after the final rejection. Entry of 
the present amendment is therefore respectfully requested.
